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THE BRITISH VOLUNTEERS. 
As a prudent trader at the close of the year sums up his out- 
goings and incomings during the past twelve months and takes 
stock of the merchandise he has on hand, so it may be expedient 
at this present stage of the volunteer movement toindulgeina brief 
retrospect of its beginnings and progress, to consider its present 
position and future prospects, and to “take stock” of its 
strength and capacity. Our yolunteer force is undeniably a 
great and triumphant fact, and, were we even to rest contented 
with that which we have already done, we should still have 
erected a powerful barrier against aggression, from whatsoever 
quarter it might proceed, and have put on record a significant 


protest against the insinuation that we are wholly a nation of |

shopkeepers, and that a policy as selfish as it is timorous has 
forced us to intrust the safe keeping of our homes and our money- 
bags to hirelings and mercenaries. But we use the term move- 
ment, with reference to volunteering, advisedly ; and it will be 
long, we trust, ere the word becomes inappropriate. To halt 
might not be fatal, but it would surely be mischievous, In 
halting, it would scarcely be possible to avert the natural con- 
sequence of immobility—stagnation. We should speedily grow 
weary of an institution which had so promptly adopted the 
doctrine of finality; and that which at present is sound, 
and by judicious and progressive improvements must become 
permanent, might at no distant time be abandoned as though 
it were one of the innumerable caprices of fashion, or degenerate 
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into as gaudy 4 frivolity as the Pope’s Halberdiers, or as ludicrous 
a byword as the Lumber Troop, It is, happily, seldom that 
peace can be said to have its dangers; but a long eraof calm 
and content might have in it so much of the dangerous element 
as to engender a lethargic feeling of security, a placid indifference 
to perils no longer alarming for the reason that they were no 
longer visible, and such a dislike to the warlike idea as that 
which some years ago led many estimable persons to associate 
themselves for the special purpose of abolishing war, and which 
proposed to exclude all lethal weapons from the Great Exhibition 
of 1851, Among the “cankers of a calm world and a long 
peace” there could not be one, we think, so noxious as the 
neglect or discouragement of a volunteer army; or as a state of

national feeling which locked with coldness on the gallant bands 
who are now the pride and honour of Great Britain, and which 
conduced at last to such a frame of mind as that which we can 
all remember—when the Artillery Company were twitted with

who pointed to rusty firelocks and antiquated accoutre-

The public are occasionally apt, in their estimate of the volun- 
teer movement, to fall into the sin of erroneous comparisons, 
The British voluntecrs have been compared with and likened to 
the National Guards of the Continent. It certainly presents few 
points of resemblance to those organisations, The foreign 
National Guard has been, in most instances, theoffspring of popular 
passions ; and has been, turn by turn, the instrument of contend- 


ing factions. Now it has been, called into existence by the

at least nullified by the edict of a despot. In almost every case 
the formation of a National Guard of armed citizens has been 


distasteful ; in many instances it has been hateful to the regular | 


The Spanish National Guard was simply 
an armed sedition, The French National Guard during its only 
period of prosperity—the reign of Louis Philippe—had always to 
struggle against the old Napoleonic prejudices regarding Péhins, 
and the taunts of professional soldiers who refused to recognise 


any martial virtues in warriors who wore spectacles, and who off |

The National Guard of France did good service to society during |

that early in the year, in her palace of St, James's, the Queen 
gave a sanction to the volunteer force as an institution— 
a sanction which, albeit ceremonial, was none the less of deep 
social significance—by receiving the volunteer officers at a 
Royal levée, 

We have endeavoured to show how dissimilar is the volunteer 
army to the foreign National Guards, It needs few arguments to 
point out how devoid is our volunteer foree of any party or fac- 
tious character, and how unlikely it is that riflemen—belonging 
to whatever class of the community they may—will ever be made 
the tools of any political intrigue, The Conservative stands side 
by side with the Liberal. The Free-trader marches shoulder to 
shoulder with the Protectionist. The clerk, the warehonseman, 
the mechanic, are of no greater account in the rank and file than 
the ex-dandy subaltern of Hussars or the country,country gentle- 
man who boasts that his ancestors were here long before the 
coming of the Conqueror ; nor de we think that a far more ex- 
tended introduction of the artisan element into our rifle corps 
would in the slightest degree militate against the purposes for 
which they were originally founded, or detract one iota from the 
strong feeling of loyalty which characterises the British volun- 
teers, The opponents of the movement—and they have been 
neither few nor powerless—have argued that the effect of expen- 
sive uniforms, subscriptions, band fands, clubhouses, and the 
like, must be practically to exclude working men from the 
ranks of the volunteers. We have no such’ opinion, «It ‘is 
in the nature of things that different classes will carry into 
different corps the feelings and the habits of their daily 
lives, While we deprecate all nunecessary frippery. all undne 
devotion to the embroiderer'’s needle and the tailor’s goose, we 
do not see that it is practicable, or that it is advisable, to 
discourage militaity spruceness and smartness in volunteer 
uniforms, As long as we have riffemen, so long we shall have 
“ crack corps” ; so log we shall want the power, even if we 


had the will, to prevent the assumption of a few inches of extra 
braid, a superabundant plume or tuft, or whistle, or to dis- 
courage volunteer cavalry from appearing in scarlet tunics and 
** Melton cords,” or bestriding horses of price. What is required 
is, that there should be volunteers of the Line as well as volun- 
teers of the Guard, and that there should be a sufficiency of corps 
whose cheapness of uniform and facilities of entrance should 
render them accessible to working men, That the cheaply-clad 
artisan volunteers would suffer by comparison with the splen- 
did Six-foot Guards and the stately Kimbolton troopers we do 
not for one instant believe, The “ Robin Hoods” of Nottingham 
are nearly all working men, and they made to the full as good 
a figure in Hyde Park as the Victoria Rifles; and, to take an 
illustration from the regular Army, we have not yet heard 
that the traditional fame of the “ Buffs” or of the 
“Connaught Rangers”—simple regiments of the Line as 
they are—has ever been eclipsed by the golden tunics 
of the 11th Hussars or the cuirasses and jack-boots of 
the Life Guards, Moreover, we do not think that, in any 
case, the ornamentation bestowed on the general equipment 
of the rifle corps has been excessive, We see a great deal in 
their dress that is neat and symmetrical, very little that is tin- 
selled or gaudy. Any person who is familiar with the costume 
of the French Zouaves, the Turcos, or the Guides, of the Imperial 
Guards of Austria and Russia, or even with the bizarre equip- 
ment of the volunteers of the United States, must confess that 
our riflemeu are comparatively plainly and soberly clad; and a 
glance at our Coloured Engraving of the Metropolitan Rifle Corps 
in Hyde Park will be conclusive as to the prevalence of sensible 
and serviceable, while still handsome, uniforms in the ranks of 
cur * cheap defence of nations.” 

We have dwelt at this length upon the subject of volunteer 
dress for the reason that a propensity for fine clothes has been 
one of the weightiest accusations brought against riflemen. We 
grant that a force including in its ranks the pride and flower of 
the British youth may be actuated by a pardonable desire to look 
well not only in the eyes of their sisters, cousins, and sweet- 
hearts, but in those of the public at large. No harm will accrue 
from a reasonable indulgence in the pomp and circumstance of 
war.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 

All the Marshals of France, with the exception of Marshal Bosquet, 
have been assembled in Paris, On Tuesday they breakfasted with the 
Emperor at St. Cloud; and passed several horrs with him in the 
Council Chamber afterwards, 

The Gazette de Lyons has been suppressed, The Ministerial report 
proposing the suppression says :—“ Under present circumstances 
Government found it convenient to allow great liberty to the journals; 
but tolerance would be weakness if discussion were allowed to dege- 
nerate into injurious hostility and guilty provocation. For several 
days the portion of the press which pretends to represent the sacred 
cause of religion has redoubled its violence. An act of firmness 
becomes necessary. Conscience is troubled, authority and faith are 
lessened by the confusion that party spirit establishes between the 
passions and religious interests, Religion would be compromised if 
the most respected principles were lowered to complicity in the revenge 
or ambition which the country has so often repudiated. The Gazetie 
de Lyons has signalised itself before all others by its incessant appeals 
for agitation, the perfidy of its attacks against the Government, and 
the disdain it has opposed to the good advice of the administration, 
Its number of the 17th instant more especially reached an excess that 
cannot be tolerated.” 

Monday’s Constitutionnel says :—“ At the moment when the interview 
at Warsaw gives rise to all kinds of comments, it will be learnt with 
interest that the Emperor has received an autograph letter from the 
Czar. We believe we are correct in stating that this letter explains 
the interview at Warsaw in such a manner as to deprive it of any 
significance hostile to France.” 

The Constitutionnel of Tuesday contains an_ article, signed by 
M. Grandguillot, congratulating the Austrian Government on the 
reforms just promulgated, and expressing regrets that the Government 
had not sent a civil instead of a military governor to Venice, 

On Wednesday the Constitutionnel favoured us with an insight into 
“French policy in Italy.” By way of replying to two separate 
classes of objectors, it presents us with the negative aspect of the 
Ewperor’s policy—viz., it is not intervention in Italy against the 
revolution, and it is not that of sustaining the Italian movement at all 
hazards. The reasons given for this disinterested course are, on the 
one hand, lest in taking part against Italy the Emperor should thereby 
his origin and lose the character he holds, from universal suffrage ; 
and, on the other hand, lest by assisting the revolution, he shouid 
cause a rupture with Austria, Russia, and Prussia, and lead to a 
general war. The Constitutionnel then asks, if France could neither 
support revolutionary intentions nor absolute reactions in Italy, what 
line of policy should she follow ? and, after entering into a considera- 
tion of the political conditions of the great Powers, and taking a 
review of the state of Italy, draws the conclusion that a Congress is 
probable, and concludes by saying, “an organised and powerful Italy 
is henceforth to the interest of Europe, and in consecrating it by an 
act of high jurisdiction Europe would show as much prudence as 
justice.” 

ITALY. 

The Sardinian Senate, after a long sitting, voted the Annexation 
Law on the 16th. The Marquis de Brignole alone voted azainst the 
project. The Senate was never more fully attended; all its celebri- 
ties were present: such"men as Massimo d’Azeglio, the astronomer 
Plana, and the physicist Mateucci. Sir J. Hudson and other members 
of the diplomatic corps were observed to pay deep attention to this 
important debate. The order of the day in honour of Garibaldi was 
adopted by eighty-four to twelve votes. The Chambers were closed 
on Friday, after an address expressing homage and gratitude to the 
King had been voted. 

A rupture hes taken place in the diplomatic relations between 
Russia and Sardinia, caused by the entry of the King of Sardinia’s 
troops into Naples. The departure of the whole personnel of the 
Russian Embassy from Turin has been officially announced, and the 
Sardinian Minister at St. Petersburg has been recalled, [It is stated 
that the Ambassadors of Spain and Portugal are preparing to leave 
Tmin. The Prussian Minister at Turin severely condemns the conduct 
of Sardinia towards the Pope and the King of Naples 

The Nationalites says :—* There is an entire division of Austrian 
soldiers at Borgoforte, and the village of Grazie, on the confines of the 
province of Mantua, is also strongly oceupied, This menacing attitude 
of Austria has obliged the Piedmontese to concentrate troops on the 
line of the Po under the command of Generals Cialdini, Cucchiari, and 
Durando, The line of the Mincio is defended by General La Marmora. 
It is said that the latter will be appointed to the command of the army 
of Southern Italy.” 

The battalions of ‘ational Guard have enthusiastically received 
the invitation of the Government to prolong their service in Alcssandria 
and Pavia. 

A fight has taken place between the Sardinian troops under General 
Cialdina and a body of Neapolitan troops at Isernia, which is an- 
nounced in an official communication from the Dictator’s Government 
at Naples, Isernia is situated on the main road from the Abruzzi to 
Capua, near the source of the now once more famous River Volturno, 
and but thirty-five miles from Capua. The Neapolitans met with a 
complete defeat, according to the despatch, and left a General, fifty 
officers and 800 men as prisoners in the hands of the Sardinians, The 
battle took place on the 1%th or 20th. King Victor Emmanuel him- 
self had advanced at this time to Sulmona, on the same road, about 
thirty miles further back, 

King Victor Emmanuel will arrive at Naples on Sunday (to-morrow). 
The result of the voting upon the question of annexation will be 
publicly announced on the following day, and Victor Emmanuel will 
then be proclaimed King. In Sicily, as in Naples, the ballot-boxes 
show almost absolute unanimity in favour of annexation to Sardinia, 

While the ballot-boxes have been announcing that the Neapolitans 
desire their country to be annexed to Sardinia, Garibaldi has officially 
declared that he will lay down his Dictatorial powers immediately after 
the arrival of Victor Emmanuel, 

The litile castle of Baise has surrendered to the troops of Garibaldi, 
after a resistance which did great honour to the fidelity of the com- 
mander, There were found in the fort 962 barrels of powder, and 
115,472 cartouches and other preparations of powder, 

Cajazzo and the vicinity have been evacuated by the Royalist troops ; 
the line of the Volturno has been abandoned by them for that of the 
Garigliano. 

The national flag floats on the heights above Capua, and hopes are 
entertained that Capua will be shortly evacuated, 

Titr’s division has received orders to be readly to start by sea ; its 
destination is not known, ‘The Hungarian Legion is to form a part 


it. 
The Garibaldian “ excursionists " from England have arrived at Naples, 
One of the excursionists has published a letter, in which he describes the 


leading incidents of the voyage of the Zmperor to Naples. While the 
vessel was anchored at Gibraltar something like a mutiny broke out 
among the less reputable portion of the volunteers, This arose from 
their having been forbidden to land, a measure for which the local 
Government, not Major Styles, was responsible. Some of the men 
went so far as to take a boat and row off towards the Spanish coast, 
but they were captured and brought back, The great body of the 
men appear, however, to have supported the authority of their officers, 
and, with this exception, the voyage was characterised by no unpleasant 
incident. 

From the Papal States we learn that the sudden change in the dispo- 
sitions of the French Government, which has not merely ordered the 
reoccupation by the Freuch troops of Viterbo, but also of Orvieto, a 
place of which it was always doubted if it belonged to the patrimony 
of St. Peter, properly so called, has caused the greatest consternation 
in both these cities. ‘The French have occupied Civita Castellana, 
which lies halfway between. Rome and Viterbo, without taking an 
Pontifical troops with them, Corneto, which has also been reoccupied, 
lies on the coast halfway between Civita Vecchia and the Tascan 
frontier, 

PRUSSIA, 

The twenty-ninth birthday of Prince Frederick William_ was 
celebrated at Berlin on Thureday week. In the morning his Royal 
Highness received the congratulations of his household and the officers 
attached to his person, at the new Palace at Potsdam, and later in the 
day received the felicitations of the Queen, the Prince Regent, and the 
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other members of the Royal family. 
toek place at the new Palace. 

The papers publish the text of Baron Schieinitz’s note to the Prassian 
Minister at ‘Turin, in reply to the Sardinian memorandum of the 12th 
of September. The Prussian Minister expresses a severe judgment 
upon the memorandum, and energetically rejects the principles invoked 
by M. Cavour in justification of the policy adopted by Sardinia towards 
the Pope and towards the King of Naples. It concludes as follows :— 
“Called upon to pronounce an opinion upon such acts and such prin- 
ciples, we can only deplore them deeply and sincerely, and we think 
that we are fulfilling a sacred duty by expressing, in the most explicit 
and formal manner, our disapproval of those principles, and of the 
application which it has been thought fit to make of them.” 


AUSTRIA, 
IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENT, 

The official Wiener Zeitung of Sunday publishes a manifesto of the 
Emperor, introducing a diploma founded upon the basis of the Prag- 
matic Sanction, to be binding on all heirs to the throne, to be drawn 
up for all the provinces, and to be enrolled among the federal laws. 
The diploma announces that henceforth the legislative power will only 
be exercised with the co-operation of the Provincial Diets as well as of 
the Reichsrath. The number of members of the latter is to be increased 
to 100 by Councillors elected by the Provincial Diets. The members 
are to be distributed among the provinces in proportion to their extent, 
their population, and the amount of their taxation. 

The Ministries of Justice, Cultus, and Interior, as universal central autho- 
rities, are suppressed. 

The Court of Chancery is restored in Hungary, and one for Transylvania is 
to be established. 

The Chancellor of the Hungarian Court is to be a member of the Ministry. 

The affairs of the other provinces are to be represented in the Imperial 
Councils by a Minister of State. 

A special authority is to be appointed for public instrnetion. 

The judicial affairs of all provinces not Hungarian are te be represented in 
the Ministerial Council by the President of the Court of Cassation. 

The interests of national economy and commerce are to be represente] in 
the Ministry by a Minister of Commerce. 

The finan privileges of the Reichsrath are to be considerably increased. 
The contracting of new and the conversion of existing loans, the hypothecation 
and the sale of landed property of the State, are to be subject to the approval 
ef the Reichsrath. 

The customs, coinage, all monetary matters, credits, the regulations for the 
issue of bank notes, postal, railway, and telegraph affairs, are only to be treated 
by Government, with the co-operation of the Reichsrath. Other Legislative 
questions are to be referred to the competency of the different Diets. 

The treatment of general questions of all non-Hungarian provinces is 
reserved for a conference of the Councillors of the Empire representing these 
provinces, 

As regards the representation of non-Hungarian provinces, detailed instruc- 
tions are to be given to the Ministers of State on the basis of autonomy and 
the representation of all classes and interests in the Provincial Diets. 

The early presentation of the provincial regulations, drawn up according to 
these principles, and the convocation as soon as possible of the Provincial 
Diets, is ordered.

The three Princes and their Ministers afterwards held 
aconference of an hour’s duration, The Emperor of Austria will leave 
to-morrow, with the Emperor of Russia and the Prince Regent, for 
Skeernewiez, on a hunting excursion, and is expected to arrive in 
Vienna on Sunday next. The shooting-match which was to have taken 
place in the camp to-day has been countermanded. 

Panis, Thursday Evening.—The Opinione Nationale says :— 
“It is asserted that the Russian Chargé d’Affaires at Paris yesterday 
received the following despatch :-—‘ At Warsaw everything goos well. 
The principle of a European Congress has been adopted. Communicate 
this in the proper quarters,’” 

AvstTriIA.—Vienna, Thursday.—Preparations are being made 
by the authorities at Vienna for a solemn reception of the Emperor on 
his return from Warsaw on Sunday next. The Cardinal Primate of 
Hungary has been ordered to commence preparations for the coronation 
of his Majesty as King of Hungary, which is to take place at Presburg 
next spring.

THE PRINCE OF WALES IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The Prince left Washington on the afternoon of the 6th, and 
arrived at Richmond, the capital of Virginia, in the evening. He was 
received by a large crowd, who, unrestrained by either police or 
military, pressed upon him in the most unceremonious manner. On 
Sunday, the 7th, he attended Divine service at St. Paul's Chure 
Richmond, which was densely thronged. In the afternoon he visit 
the Capitol and made the acquaintance of Governor Letcher, and 
subsequently drove into the suburbs and inspected a plantation. His 
progress almost everywhere was impeded by crowds, who insisted upon 
intruding themselves upon him. 

His Royal Highness quitted Richmond at an early hour on the 8th, 
and did not reach Baltimore till nine o’clock that evening, owing to a 
detention on the railroad. At the Washington dépét a crowd had 
collected to greet him on his passage through, and on his arrival in 
Baltimore he was received with considerable enthusiasm. He was to 
have attended an operatic entertainment, but he arrived too late. 

On the 9th the Prince reached Philadelphia, after a pleasant trip 
from Baltimore. fe was received and entertained in an unosten- 
tatious manner by the Mayor and —— citizens of Philadelphia. 
His reception here was not marked by any great demonstration on the 
part of the people, his arrival being comparatively unknown and un- 
noticed in the prevailing excitement relative to the election then in 
progress., Crowds were assembled at Wilmington and ocher places on 
the route. but no stop was made. 

The following despatch announces the arrival of the Prince at New 
York on the afternoon of the 11th inst. :—“ His Royal Highness and 
suite arrived at the Battery at two p.m. amid the booming of cannon 
and cheering of thousands. He was received by Mayor Wood and 
other notables. After reviewing the Militia, which he did in Colonel's 
uniform, he proceeded up Broadway in an open baronche, drawn by 
six coal-black horses. The most unbounded enthnsiasm prevailed. 
Broadway was densely crowded w:th people of all classes; house- 
windows were packed to overflowing, housetops completely covered, 
and every available sqnare inch covered. The demonstration here 
entirely eclipsed all others: the Atlantic cable and Japanese celebrations 
cannot be compared with it. Half a million of people lined Broadway, 
and there was a splendid military display. The Prince looked well, 
and was apparently in good spirits, continually bowing to the people. 
Seats sold, on Broadway, at from five to twenty dollars each. It 
was a grand sight to see the waving of handkerchiefs. There was a 
good display of British flags.” The ball on the night of the 12th inst, 
went off with great élat.

LUSS OF THE OCEAN STEAMER *CONNAUGUT,”

hy fire about 150 miles off the United States’ coast, The 
and passengers, 591 in number, were saved by a passing vessel, the Minnie 
iffer, a United States’ brig, and taken into Bosts Captain Wilson, of the 
United States’ brig, behaved nobly; as also did Captain Leitch. commander of 
the Connaught, and his first officer, who were the last to leave the burning 
ship, remaining till thoy were almost surrounded with fire. 

The following is the report of Captain Leltch :— On Saturday, the 6ch inst., 
at eight p.m., 150 miles east of Boston, the Connaught sprang a leak in the 
engine-room. Sueceeded in keeping it below the fires until one o'clock on 
Sunday morning, when it commenced to gain rapidly, and finally extinguished 
the tires. At hali-past nine o olock discovered smoke from the aft smokehole. 
Notwithstanding the utmost exertions to prevent it the fire gained rapidly, 
and very soon drove the cabin passengers on deck. As the water and fire 
gained so fast the boats were got ready to save the passengers. There was a 
heavy sea running, and the first boat that was lowered was stoved. Six other 
boats were then launched snecessfully, and all of them filled with passengers. 
About twelve o'clock the brig Minnie Schiffer saw our signals of distress, and 
bore down to us, At seven p.m, commenced the task of embarking the 
passengers on board the brig, that vessel having attached a hawser to the 
steamer. At this time the starboard side was very hot. By half-past nine p.m. 
all the passengers were placed safely on board of the brig.” ‘The mails of the 
Connaught were all saved. 

The Connaught was fallen in with on the evening of the 7th by the schooner 
Lamartine, which remained by her till 5,30 a.m. on the 8th, when the Coanaught 
went down. 

When the Minnie Schiffer arrived at her wharf at Boston immediate steps 
were taken by the agents of the Galway Steam-ship Company in that city to 
relieve the wants of the passengers. They were furnished with food and 
clothes of every description at once. Those bound ont of the city were freely 
furnished with railway tickets to their destinations, and those remaining at 
Boston with boarding-houses and money, Everything that was possible was 
promptly and cheerfully cone by the agents, 

The Connaught was quite a new ship, having been launched only last May 
from the yard of Messrs, Palmer, at Newcastle-on-Tyne. In the Number of

In the ten years 1850-59 the average 
number of deaths in the weeks corresponding with last week was 1029, The 
deaths in the present return approximate closely to the average rate of mor-

A few, but only a few, notices of 
Fox’s assistant preachers are introduced, because the adventures of 
each of them so nearly resemble those of their leader that one story 
tells almost all. They all adopted Fox’s tenets, and all suffered similar 
persecution for the dissemination of them, Nevertheless, the occasional 
references to some of his followers are not among the least interesting 
of the books. The Poa nor mode in which Samuel Eccles mani- 
ested his adhesion te erism, and his contempt for other re- 
ligions ; the moving of John Stubbs, Henry Fell, and Richard Costrop,

The account of the 
birth and parentage of George Fox, of the rise and progress of his 
peculiar tenets in his mind, his notions of a Church, his imprisonments, 
the remarkable applications for his release, the dissemination of 
Quakerism, his interviews and intercourse with Cromwell, his adven- 
tures during the time of Charles II, his voyage to the West Indies and 
America, and his visit to Holland in 7 with Penn and 
Barclay, his labours generally in the pursuit of the object of his 
life, his last illness and death, are carefully told, without pre- 
tension, but with a fulness and precision which bespeaks accuracy ; 
while the style which Mr. Watson has adopted is strikingly 
coincident with and appropriate to the subject-matter of the book,

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THE semi-official announcement on the part of the Emperor of 
the French that, as regards the Italian question, he assumes to 
act simply as Moderator, and that he allies himself neither with 
the party of revolution nor of despotism, but intends that events 
shall take their own course without intervention by other 
foreigners than himself, comes at an opportune moment. It can 
ecarcely be said to oppose itself, by anticipation, to whatever 
dynastic dogmas may be promulgated from Warsaw, inasmuch 
as the three Sovereigns who meet there had taken pains to assure 
France that nothing in their deliberations should be offensive to 
the Tuileries, But it formally recognises the work which is now 
being done in the south, and talks of an organised and 
powerful Italy as an institution that would be for the benefit 
of Europe. It would seem that the Emperor “ ties back” as 
it were upon the Treaty of Zurich ; but is the Villafranca invita- 
tion to the Pope to be entirely forgotten? Meantime Austria 
has broken the treaty, by marching soldiers over the boundary ; 
and, unless she means to act decisively, has placed herself in a 
position of disadvantage, of which, should need arise, France 
will not be slow to avail herself, The Neapolitans declare, by 
nniversal suffrage, that they decide upon becoming subjects of 
Victor Emmanuel; the troops of Francis Il, have again 
retreated ; the new King is rapidly advancing; and, to all 
appearances, Italy—save Venetia and the fragmentary posses- 
sions of the Pope—is free, It is something to live in an age 
when one can write those words of the land of Virgil and of 
Dante. 

Louis Napoleon has permitted a great license of scolding to 
the French priests, perhaps from the logical consideration that, 
while the Pope indulged himself in such a passion of abuse, his 
subordinates in the Church had a right to be moved to sympa- 
thising wrath, But everything has its limits, and the Gazette 
of Lyons has been so pre-eminently audacious in its echoes of 
the Vatican, that the Emperor has suddenly stopped the clerical 
trumpet altogether. English journalists, of course, are opposed 
to this kind of dealing with any paper which does not actually 
offend against public morals ; but it is impossible not to admit 
that the Lyons priests have earned their fate, Either by way of 
reprisals, or in impotent rage that the sword of the Eldest Son of 
the Church is not to be drawn against his Sardinan brother, the 
Pope has called away his Nuncio from Paris—rather a marked 
demonstration of disesteem, In the Sardinian Chapel in London 
prayers for the King have been discontinued, and, in short, the 
Churchmen, who were a little time ago so very anxious to fawn 
upon the swordsmen, have taken up an attitude of universal 
eulk, 

Our Queen, safe at Windsor, resumes Cabinet Councils, The 
Premier's reception at Leeds has been as gratifying to the veteran 
statesman as his eapital oratory has been to his hearers, From 
America we learn that the Prince of Wales has been received in 
New York in a way that eclipsed all previous manifestations in 
his licnour, and that the enormous Broadway was one mass of 
spectators of his entrance, whose cheers were something 
portentous, He had reviewed the Militia—and, simple as is the 





phrase, what a suggestiveness there is in it, American Militia 
onee more reviewed by a Prince of the house of Brunswick ! 
Aé for certain. behaviour by a comparatively small number 
of low people at Richmond and elsewhere, it is really scarcely 
worth mention. There is no city in which there is not a gang 
of riffraff, whose brutalities one would as soon think of con- 
necting with the people as one would charge the riots at St. 
George’s-in-the-East upon British Protestantism, The more 
elaborate spite of some silly Irishmen, who declined to join in 
the hospitalities of the Republicans, is merely ludicrous, as most 
Hibernian heroics just now are fated to be—let us add that the 
respectable part of the Irish population in the States repudiate 
the antics of their countrymen, The Prince’s most successful 
tour in America closes with a splendid scene, which alone it 
would have been worth his while to cross the Atlantic to 
witness, 

In less than a fortnight the new President will have been 
chosen, and the result of the election in the “ keystone ” State, 
Pennsylvania (which has twenty-seven votes in the Electoral 
College), is thought to be almost decisive in Mr, Abraham 
Lincoln's favour, though New York is still regarded with wistful 
eye by Mr. Breckenridge’s friends, England’s interest in the 
selection is considerable, inasmuch as the former gentleman 
respresents the moderate views of this country in reference to 
the “domestic institution,” while the latter would be the 
President of the South. We have a right, therefore, to express 
our hope that “ honest Abe,” as it seems his admirers familiarly 
call him, will be elected on the 9th, 

Mr, Frederick Peel has joined the Ministry as Secretary to the 
Treasury, Mr. Laing going to India, Mr. Moffat, Liberal, has 
been returned, unopposed, for Honiton, Elsewhere there has been 
a good deal of speechification, good and bad, At a Conservative 
gathering at Hinckley, Major Beresford and Mr, Duncan were 
earnest in their admiration of Garibaldi, and in the expression 
of hope for the permanent freedom of Italy. The Solicitor- 
General has been laying the first stone of a “ Primitive Methodist 
Chapel.” A county vacancy has been caused by the succession 
of Lord March to the dukedom of Richmond, on the demise of 
his gallant and much-beloved father. There will probably be no 
contest for the “ well-conserved” district, but in some of the 
boroughs now vacant thcre will be determined battles. From 
the appalling accounts of the decay which is wasting the walls 
of the new Palace of Westminster it may be permitted to us to 
fear that there will be no Houses left for the Legislature to meet 
in, unless the most resolute measures are promptly taken, We 
do not discuss here whether zopissa or anything else in the 
apecific way is the article wanted, but it is shocking to hear that 
you can scratch away the front of the Houses with your nails, 
Not so built the blinded Egyptians who raised the Pyramids ; 
French cannon, trying to batter an opening, were harmless 
against the work of the deceased heathens. 

It was announced one morning that Sweden had entirely done 
away with passports, and we applanded Sweden, Next day 
came a Norwegian, who claimed for his country the honour of 
having preceded Sweden in the reform, The day after a Dane 
stood forth, and declared that Denmark was the first of all to 
get rid of the system of folly, jobbery, and bureaucratism—the 
system that never yet kept rogues, traitors, or assassins out of 
a country they wished to enter, but which perpetually makes it 
troublesome for honest people to travel. The North, as usual, 
takes the lead in the march of enlightened action.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The Rev, David Laing, M.A., Rector of St. Olave, London, and also residing 
at Mornington-road, St. Pancras, had made his will on the 29th of December, 
1857, wherein he appointed his wife the sole executrix, who duly proved the same 
in the London Court of Probate on the 18th of the present month. The personal 
goree was sworn under £8000, besides which there are freehold estates. 

he will is short, and he has left the whole of his property of every description 
to his wife for her own sole use. He has enumerated in his will some of the 
testimonials which had been presented to him; for instance, a gold snuffbox 
and silver inkstand by the St. Ann’s Society, a bronze clock and bronze 
candelabra by the Governesses Benevolent Institution, and a testimonial froma 
the district of Trinity, St. Pancras; consequently these public tokens of 
respect devolve to the widow. This excellent and well-known clergyman was 
thirty-six years in the church : he was for some time Chaplain of the Middlesex 
Hospital, afterwards Incumbent of Trinity Church, Haverstock-hill, and 
subsequently he became Rector of the valuable preferment of St. Olave, Hart 
street, London : this latter living he only held for the term of three years, 
having died at the rectory on the 6th of August last, in the sixtieth year of 

his age. 

The Right Honourable James Wilson, P.C., Chancellor of the Indian 
Exchequer, and a member of the Supreme Council at Caloutta, &c., where he died 
on the 1ithof August last, aged fifty-five: The will of thisgentleman had not yet 
(25th inst.) passed the seal of her Majesty's Court of Probate in London ; con- 
sequently, it is not at present a public document. It has, however, been swore 
to by the executors and trustees, three of whom are the brothers of the 
deceased. We have ascertained further that the following are the distin- 
guishing features of the contents of the will:—The widow appears to be 
amply provided for by an annuity ; and the daughters are appointed residuary 
legatees, The personal property in this country was valued as not exceeding 
£35,000. We may have occasion to advert, in a future number of our Journal, 
to this will, when it has become, as we have above said, a public instrument, 
should any matter of importance present itself in the perusal. 

Captain Joseph Cammilleri, R.N., C.M.G., lately residing at Cliftonville, 
Brighton, who died at Henley-on-Thames, on the 17th of September last, had 
executed his will on the 11th of April, 1859, which was attested by Captain 
C. C, Forsyth, R.N., and Colonel C. H. Mee, R.A. The will of this officer is 
strictly that of a family disposition. He appointed three executors—namely, 
W. Nichols, of Norwood; W. Nicholson, of Duke-street, Linooln’sinn-fields ; 
and W. P. Nichols, of Lombard-street. The personalty was sworn under 
£6000. To his relict, who it appears possesses considerable property of her 
own, the testator has merely left the use of all his furniture, plate, jewels, &c., 
not otherwise disposed of. To each of his daughters be gives the sum of 
£1000. To his younger son, Frederick Ponsonby, leaves several articles of 
family plate, jewellery, medals, naval drawings, maps, prints, &c. The testator 
gives the residue of his property to his two sons, Josep omas and the 
above-named Frederick Ponsonby, share and share alike.

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FATAL ACCIDENTS IN COLLIERTES—On Tuesday three 
Colliers, named Henry Smith, Joseph Siveter, and Josinh Obivers, were 
working in the Bear-moor Colliery at Corngreaves, in the sh ef Rowley 
Regis, South Staffordshire, when a fall of coal took place, killing the three 
men instantly.——On Wodnesday an accident, which resulted in the death of 
two. men, occurred at the Portway-road Axletree Works, Wednesbury. A new 
engine had been recently laid down, but, asa more plentiful supply of water was 
utcessary, two men, named Thomas Bishop and James Grayley, were employe? 
in conti ueting a cistern at the bottomof a shaft. Bishop was about to descend 
the shaft yesterday morning, and Grayley was assisting, when the rope by 
which the descent was to be made caught one of the nuts of, the cgupling-box, 
the resnit of which was that the two men were dragged into the machinery, 
and their bodies so frightfally mangled that they died shortly afterwards._—. 
A third aceident occurred at the Benstone Colliery, near Johnstone, Lanark 
shire, on Tuesday. The pit was flooded with water from the old workings in 
the neighbourhood ; and at least five lives, it is suspected, have been sacrificed. 
At the time the alarm was given there were about fifty man anid boys in the 
workings. Some forty of them were working near to the spot when the water 
had come in upon them, and they at once made for the bottom of the shaft— 
all = safely but a boy, who was overtaken bythe advancing stream and 
drowned. Efforts were at once made to raise the men to the mouth of the pit ;

As far as I can 
eee your institution needs my good wishes as little as it needs my talk, [ 
begin to believe that you have lost nothing by not coming. Anything which 
i could say in Lord Brougham's presence on such a subject would be a more 
iropertinent repetition of what he .said when I was a child, when he helped 
(and few he had to help him) to dam and turn the tide which now carries you 
and me along the comfortable water way of progress. I feel that I should be 
ashamed to speak at a mechanics’ institute in Lord Brougham's presenee—it 
would be like laying down the law to the father of the whole movement. If I 
did suggest anything it would be this—that among your advanced classes you 
should establish one of social economy and one of sanitary science. A sound 
knowledge of the rudiments of these are, in my eyes, as necessary for the wall- 
being and happiness of the a man as anything, short of mere reading 
and writing, which can be tanght .

THE FARM, 

A rew days of fine weather, such as we had at the beginning of the 
month, have put the farmers quite in heart, and the ploughing and 
sowing go on merrily. Harvest suppers, some of which were prefaced 
with choral service at the ew church, have been the order of the 
day ; but in many parts of England—North Lincolnshire, Yorkshire 
Derbyshire, to wit—it will be some time before the pudding is boiled 
and the home-brewed tapped, and the “light fantastic toe” pointed on 
such festive oocasions, as the crops are still sadly behindhand. 

The Duke of Richmond died on Sunday last, in his seventieth year. 
He had been for some time in a very failing state, but, with his cha- 
racteristic Waterloo pluck, he stood by his volunteer corps of Chichester 
Rifles to the last, and only quitted the command when he could no 
longer get about. The injury to his shoulder had prevented him for 
many years from riding to hounds, and he was never a very keen 
sportsman, in the turf sense of the word. His stable was in the 
ee force when Lord George Bentinck left John Day and brought 

is team toaGoodwood ; and during 1842-45 there was scarcely a race at 
that great meeting in which thesky-blue and whitecap, or the yellow, with 
red cap and gold tassel, did not, one or both, take their part. Although 
he never won a Derby or St. Leger, he had quite his share of good 
things, and, with Frank Boyce, Rogers, Howlett, or Nat to guide 
them, Miss Craven, Gulnare, Confusionée, Ciudad igo, Mus, The 
Currier, Vampyre, Red Hart, Lothario, Refraction, Red Hind, Ghillie 
Callum, and a host of others, he was generally there or thereabouts, in 
many a silken fray.

Southdowns were his at delight, and he sheared 
about 2400 at Goodwood annually, and let some sixty or seventy ram3, 
In fact, to beat his “sheep tutor” Mr. Jonas Webb at the Royal, or 
his neighbour Mr. Rigden at Smithfield, was the chief ambition of his 
Pager year. He once achieved the first feat at Warwick, but between 

iim and the Sussex man it seemed to be pretty nearly a drawn game. 

The Herefords had last week quite to themselves. Mr. Rea sold 
about 150 of his herd on the Tuesday for about £20 apiece; but Diadem 
and Sir Benjamin were both bought in—the latter for 150 gs., which 
was 50 gs. under his reserve.

He had been to a sale a few miles from his farna, 
and there met some neighbours with whom he had for some time been on bad 
terms. As the old man did not return, his stepson set.out in the morning to 
look for him, and found his dead body lying in a field near his own farm. A 
watch-chain, not belonging to him, was found near, and this wil! probably 
lead to the apprehension of the murderer. 


On Monday night a murder was perpetrated near Limerick, 
in the county of Clare. The victim is Alderman Sheehy, who appears to have 
become obnoxious to the assassins on account of some measures of ejectment.

PASSING ENGLISH NARROWS, 


H.M,S, “ TERMAGANT ” CONVOYING THE GUN-BOATS “ GRAPPLER” AND 


PASSAGE THROUGH THE STRAITS OF MAGELLAN, 


THE gun-boats Grappler and Forward, 60-horse power, left Plymouth 
in August, 1859 for Vancouver's Island; but, on arriving at Monte 
Video, they were detained, in consequence of the disturbed state of 
Buenos Ayres and Uruguay, till the 4th of February in the present 
year, when they sailed, in commeny with the Termagant, 25-gun 
screw-frigate, for their original destination, The voyage down to 
the eastern entrance of the Straits of Magellan (under peigy 2 was 
necessarily slow and tedious, owing'to the gun-boats being, like all 
vessels of their class, dull sailers, 

On yr the Straits, however, steam was got up by the TJer- 
magant, andthe small vessels were towed by her through the entire 
length of the Straits of Smyth, Sarmiento, Wide, and Messier 
Channels, out into the Pacific Ocean, In consequence of the intricate 
navigation in the above channels, it became necessary to anchor every 
night, as well as at other times, to cut firewood for the steamers, whose 
stock of fuel was nearly exhausted by so much steaming. Most of the 
anchorages were very remarkable for their picturesque beauty and the 
scenery in their neighbourhood, also for the abundance of firewood to 
be found close to the water’s edge. The weather, nearly the whole of 
the passage, was extremely fine, and the view, as the three vessels 
steamed through the various channels, most striking ; the snow-covered 
Andes, upw; of 5000 feet in height on the northern shore, and the 
barren-looking coast of Tierra del , likewise glittering with snow 
on the other side ; the water covered with myriads of wild-fowl and 
studded with numerous islands, o wn with the most luxuriant 
vegetation. At one of the prettiest of these places, English Narrows 
(as shewn in our Engraving) as well as in other parts of the Straits, 
seouvo crowded with i came off to the ship to barter skins for 
ships’ biscuit, tobacno, &c. A party of officers visited some of these 
savages at their encampment and were civilly received. On the arrival 
of the vessels at Wide Channel a large field of drift ice and two icebergs

At Valparaiso the gun-boats excited much interest, being the first 
vessels of their class seen in the Pacific, and were visited by the Inten- 
dente and other authorities. After a month’s refit at this place the 
three vessels proceeded for Vancouver's Island, where they arrived on 
the 12th of July, 1860—the Termagant having convoyed the _- 
boats a distance of more than 11,167 miles, from the Rio De La Plata 
to Esquimalt Harbour, Vancouver's Island, between the 4th of Febru- 
ary and the 12th of July. P 


THE VOLUNTEER GUARDS, 

TxE 32nd Middlesex Rifle Corps, known to the public as the “ Six-foot 
Volunteer Guards,” was established last February, with a view to meet 
the requirements of men whose stature, being so much above the 
average height, render their ap ce in the ranks of ordinary-sized 
corps somewhat awkward, and who might otherwise be disinclined 
to join actively in this movement of national defence. More than 
one hundred and fifty gentlemen of the required standard, including 
several military officers and six-footers from other corps, have been 
enrolled ; and, notwithstanding that their size is exceptional, we have 
no doubt that the “ Volunteer Guards” will have doubled its present 
effective strength by next season. Excepting a field-day in the 
Regent’s Park, the Queen's Review, and the sham fight, on 
which occasions they acquitted themselves in a manner which 
called forth general commendation, this corps has appeared but 
seldom in public, limiting their drill to St. George’s Barracks 
and to Hungerford Hall, at which latter place it will be con- 
tinued every Monday and Friday evening until December, when 
a general muster will take place to notify the winter arrange- 
ments. 

We hear that auxiliary six-feet corps are forming in some of our 
provincial towns, Liverpool having taken the lead, They will 
have a truly British welcome whenever they may come up to head- 
quarters in London,
